Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  in  the  United  Str.tes  and  Puerto  Rico 
owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers . amounted  to  2,3^7 ,290,000  pounds  on 
January  1, ' 193^ ,  compared  with  2,223 , 88U, 000  pounds  on  January  1,  193  5  > 
an  increase  of  1*4-3  >  ^06  ,  000  pounds.   From  October  1,  1935*  to  January  1, 
1936,  total  stocks  increased  167,095,000  pounds  compared  with  an  in- 
crease of  21,617,000  pounds  during  the  last  quarter  of  193^* 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  January  1,  1936,  were  96^,090,000 
pounds.  This  is  a  record  high  for  flue-cured  stocks.  On  October  1, 
3-935,  flue-cured  stocks  totaled  79^,3^6,000  pounds,  and  on  January  1, 
1935,  they  amounted  to  823,213,000  pounds.   Type  11  stocks  were  reported 
as  "Ul8, 13^,000  pounds  on  January  1,  19.36;  Type  12  as  328,382,000  pounds; 
Type  13  as  158,213,000  pounds;  and  Type  lk   as  59,361,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as  18H,023,000  pounds 
on  January  1,  1936,  compared  with  17^,29 1,000-  pounds  on  January  1,  1935« 
Total  fire-cured  stocks  were  about  10  million  pounds  higher  than  they 
were  a  year  ago  January  1,  and  about  27  million  pounds  lower  than  on 
October  1,  1935*   Virginia  Fire-cured,  Type  21,  stocks  reported  as 
27,150»000  pounds  on  January  1,  193&,  were  about  1A  million  pounds 
lower  than  on  January  1,  1935.   Type  22  stocks,  reported  as  117,790,000 
pounds  were  about  2g  million  pounds  higher  than  a  year  ago.   Type  23 
stocks  on  January  1  were  reported  as  35*783,000  pounds  and  Type  2k   as 
3,300,000  pounds. 

Barley  stocks  were  6,325,000  pounds  higher  on  January  1,  193&, 
than  they  were  on  January  1,  1935*   The  January  1,  193&,  report  shows 
697,269,000  pounds.   In  193^  there  was  a  decrease  of  about  10  million 
pounds  in  the  Burley  stocks  during  the  last  q-Qarter.   In  1935  Burley 
stocks  increased  nearly  36^  million  pounds  during  the  last  quarter. 
A  supplementary  report  showing  Burley  stocks  V>y  qualities  for  the-  first 
time  is  included  in  this  issue  of  the  Quarterly  Tobacco  Stocks  Report. 
Maryland  tobacco,  Type  32,  stocks  were  reported  as  37,^^,000  pounds  on 
January  1,  193^,  about  3  million  pounds  higher  than  a  year  ago.
